He was born on February 24,1.093 *t San Jo se, Italy and pana to the 
United States with his parents in Septenber, 19ÍO,- ttrríwing at H«w York Har- 
bor. He first went to Šelma, Alabaaa, where he lived for about two years, 
working in the ooal mineš there, haring besn induceď to do so by his brother, 
SAM ZITO, who had previously obtained employment there. In 1912, ZITO went 
to Eenld, Illinois, where he werksd as a coal miner for about six years. How- 
ever the ooal mining business was bad and b« later beoame a peddier of o lir: 
oil and similar housshold neoessitie* and started a looal psddl.ing businees 
in Springfield, Illinois during 1919, in whioh oity he has Uved over sinoe, 
ZITO stated that he the.. opened a aoft drink parlor at Tenth and Carpenter 
Street, Springfield, whioh he operated until about 1924.
